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IMPORTS LOWER IN 


HE ADVERSE trade balance* for the first half of 1952 

amounted to £470 million, £185 million less than the figure 

for the second half of 1951 (£655 million) and £81 million less 
than that for the first half of 1951 (£551 million). 

The chief factor leading to this improvement, compared with the 
previous half-year, was an 8 per cent. decrease in imports, from 
£2,058 million to £1,902 million. This included a significant 
reduction, estimated at about 14 per cent., in imports from the non- 
sterling area. Compared with the first half of last year, the value 
of imports increased by £46 million, mainly because prices have 
been higher on the average than in the early months of last year. 

The total value of United Kingdom exports in the first half of 
1952 (£1,347 million) showed almost no change from the value in 
the second half of 1931 (£1,340 million) but this included a reduction 
of 13 per cent. in the value of exports between the first and the 
second quarters. Undoubtedly the restrictions placed on imports 
by a number of Commonwealth countries played a large part in 
the reduction, though the occurrence of both Easter and Whitsun 
holidays in the second quarter meant that a drop of about 5 per cent. 
might have been expected. The daily rate of exports was fairly 
steady from January to April but between April and May it fell 
by 8 per cent. and between May and June by a further 4 per cent. 
While volume index numbers are not yet available, it is probable 
that the volume of exports in this half-year was slightly less than in 
the second half of 1951. 

Re-exports in the first half-year, at {85-3 million, were £22°6 
million more than in the previous half-year. This large increase 
occurred in the first quarter when there were special shipments of 
rubber and tin ; by the second quarter, the monthly average was 
below the average for 1951. 


Details of Exports 


Each of the broad categories of United Kingdom exports with the 
exception of metals was lower in the second than in the first quarter ; 
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the decrease was moderate—8 per cent.—in exports of engineering 
products but there was a reduction of 26 per cent. for textiles and 
15 per cent. for other manufactures. ‘ 

The high rate of metal exports in the first quarter continued into 
the second quarter, exports in the first six months being {£27 
million (24 per cent.) more than in the second half of last year. 
Iron and steel exports, at £48°5 million, were slightly higher than in 
the first quarter, although the weight of shipments declined from 
645,000 tons to 627,000 tons ; exports of plates and sheets increased 
from 186,000 tons to 194,000 tons. Exports of iron and steel to 
Canada increased from £2°7 million to £3°3 million and to New 
Zealand from {£2°7 million to £3°1 million ; exports to Australia, 
however, were lower—{5°1 million compared with £6°9 million 
in the first quarter. Non-ferrous metal exports, at £20°8 million, 
were below the first quarter figure of £22°5 million despite an 
increase in exports of tin blocks, ingots, etc., from £2°8 million to 
£4°5 million. k 

Exports of engineering products decreased from the high level 
reached in the first quarter to £2661 million, but for the half year 
were {44°8 million more than in the second half of 1951. Exports 
of machinery at £105°9 million were only slightly less than in the 
first quarter ; exports to Australia fell from £18°0 million in the 
first quarter to {8°5 million in the second, but exports to South 
Africa, India and to South American countries increased slightly. 
In the first six months the value of machinery exported exceeded 
that in the second half of 1951 by 13 percent. Part of this increase 
was due to higher prices, but there were substantial increases in 
quantity for several of the principal types of machinery; the 
quantity of agricultural machinery exported increased by 32 per 
cent., of machine tools by 19 per cent. and of boilers and boiler- 
house plant by 12 per cent.

and India (£4°8 million and £4°4 million). Exports to a number of 
European countries were greater in the second quarter than in the 
first, and exports to Canada increased from £2°5 million to £5-3 
million and to the United States from £3-2 million to £5-2 million. 
The shipment of new cars fell from 87,000 valued at £32-8 million 
in the first quarter to 74,000 valued at £27-9 million in the second 
quarter.

or 19 per cent. less than in January to March, were less affected than 
the other textile groups ; exports of wool tops decreased from £7-0 
million to £5-6 million ; exports of yarn fell from £3-4 million to 
£2°9 million—the reduction being due to a fall in price, since the 
quantity exported increased. Exports of cotton goods have declined 
throughout the quarter, the total being £36-2 million compared with 
£498 million in the first; among the more important markets, 
exports to British West Africa decreased by £2-9 million, to South 
Africa by £0°6 million and to Australia by £5°5 million. Exports of 
yarns which fell from 12-2 million Ib. to 7-4 million Ib. (£3-9 million) 
and of printed woven piece-goods, from 72-6 million square yards 
to 49-7 million square yards ({£6°7 million) were particularly affected. 
Exports of silk and artificial silk textiles decreased from £13-6 million 
in the first quarter to £9-5 million in the second.

average for the year 1951. Exports of chemicals, drugs, dyes and 
colours decreased from {40-5 million in the first quarter to £35-3 
million, but the total for the half-year was still 6 per cent. more than 
the average for 1951. Exports of manufactured oils, fats and resins, 
{14-4 million for the quarter, were only slightly less than the January 
to March total ; within this group exports of refined petroleum 
increased from £11°6 million to £12:0 million. Exports of pottery, 
glass, abrasives, etc., were {3-0 million less than in the first quarter 
and, again, the reduction in exports to Australia accounted for most 
of the difference. Exports in the group of miscellaneous manufactures 
followed the general trend and were reduced from £42°9 million in 
the first quarter to {37-4 million compared with an average of £43-0 
million in the second half of 1951. Exports of food, drink and tobacco 
in June were at the low level of £9°7 million, bringing the second 
quarter total to £35-7 million compared with £43-4 million in the 
first quarter and an average of {40-2 million for 1951. 

Exports of raw materials and articles mainly unmanufactured at 
£8°3 million in June, continued to recover from the low April total 
and brought the total for the quarter to £25-9 million compared with

Among the items which accounted for the increase 
were textiles (£7-1 million compared with £6-4 million) and vehicles, 
exports of which increased by £2-0 million to £5-2 million. In the 
latter group the number of new cars shipped to the United States 
more than doubled, from 4,286 valued at £1°8 million in the first 
quarter to £,937 valued at £3-6 million in the second. Exports of 
tin, at £4:1 million, were also high in the second quarter. ‘There 
were small decreases in pottery, glass, abrasives, etc., iron and steel 
and for machinery, and exports of chemicals fell from £3-2 million 
to £22 million. Exports of spirits at {4-7 million were slightly 
lower than in the first quarter. 

Exports to Canada during the quarter were £30-2 million, £5:1 
million more than in the first quarter but 11 per cent. below the average 
for the second half of 1951. There was a big recovery in the export 
of new cars from 548 in the first quarter to 7,809 valued at {2-7 
million in the second ; this is still well below the quarterly rate for 
the first half of 1951—12,371 valued at £3-7 million. Exports of iron 
and steel, of non-ferrous metals and of machinery were higher in the 
second quarter than in the first and exports of spirits increased from 
£0°5 million to £0-9 million, Exports of textiles to Canada fell from 
£6°1 million in the first quarter to £5-5 million in the second, despite 
a slight increase in exports of silk and artificial silk and the group of 
“other” textile manufactures.

imports have been £45-6 million or (2 per cent.) more than in the same 
period last year. Higher prices contributed substantially to the rise 
of £30-9 million in imports of food, drink and tobacco and of £52°4 
million in imports of manufactures. In contrast, prices of raw 
materials were slightly lower than a year ago and this, combined with 
a slightly smaller volume, led to a reduction of £37:7 million in the 
value of raw materials imported. 


Imports of Food 


The change in imports of food, drink and tobacco in the first half 
of this year compared with the first half of 1951 was dominated by the 
large increase—{33-5 million—in the value of imports of grain and 
flour. There were smaller changes in the value of other groups ; 
imports of tobacco and of miscellaneous foods both increased but there 
were reductions in imports of dairy produce, fresh fruit and vegetables, 
and feeding stuffs for animals; but when taken together the value of 
these groups showed a slight reduction. 

The value of the increased imports of grain and flour, £153-3 
million, was almost as much as the value for the whole of 1950. The 
increase was due to larger arrivals of maize and wheat. Imports of 
maize increased by 36 per cent. in quantity and in value by 74 per 
cent. to £42-9 million compared with the first half of last year, the 
main sources being the United States ({20-8 million), the Soviet 
Union (£9-0 million) and Yugoslavia ({6-3 million against nil in the 
first half of last year). Im the case of wheat imports both higher 
prices and an increase in quantity of 15 per cent. contributed to the 
rise in value of {12-9 million to £68-5 million. A new feature was 
imports from the Soviet Union, the first shipments of wheat from this 
source in post-war years. In contrast to wheat, the quantity of 
flour imported, mainly from Canada, was almost a third less than in 
the first six months of 1951. 

Imports of meat so far this year totalled {104-9 million, rather less 
than in the second half of last year but much the same as in the first 
half. Compared with the first half of 1951, there was a substantial 
change in the proportion of carcase to canned meat. Compared with 
a reduction of 65 per cent. in the weight of imports of canned bacon 
and hams the quantity of beef imported increased by 61 per cent. and

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of mutton and lamb by 63 per cent. Nevertheless the quantities of 
carcase meat imported were still very much less than in the first 
six months of 1950. The quantity of bacon imported was 11 per cent. 
less than in the first half of 1951 but there was little change in value. 

The main feature of imports of dairy produce, valued at £77:2 
million compared with £85-9 million in the first half of last year, was 
the reduction in imports of butter, which were about a quarter less 
in quantity and a fifth less in value ({42-6 million) than in the first 
half of 1951. Slightly more butter arrived from New Zealand but 
less came from Denmark and arrivals from Australia were only 11 
per cent. of the quantities imported in the first half of last year. The 
quantity of cheese imported was also less than in the first half of last 
year, when considerable quantities arrived from the United States, 
but the value, at £16-7 million, was only slightly reduced. 

In each of the years 1948 to 1951 imports of fresh fruit and 
vegetables were high in the first half-year, particularly in the second 
quarter. In the first half of this year this trend was again apparent, 
but the total, £62°4 million, was £6-0 million less than in the first 
half of last year. Imports of oranges decreased by £2-6 million and 
of nuts by £2-5 million while there were smaller reductions in imports 
of apples, bananas and grapes. 

The value of imports of tomatoes at £14-3 million was slightly 
more than in the same period last year but the quantity increased by 
14 per cent. ; in sharp contrast imports of onions, although slightly

reduced in quantity, were 82 per cent. more in value. 

In the first half of this year imports of beverages and cocoa prepara- 
tions were seasonally high at £96-0 million, almost as much as in the 
first half of last year. Imports of tea accounted for £40-4 million, an 
increase of {2-4 million, due mainly to increased quantities. Raw 
cocoa ranked with tomatoes as one of the few food imports showing 
a decrease in price compared with the first half of 1951 and this 
accounted for part of the decrease of £4-2 million to £21-1 million 
in the value of raw cocoa imports this year. With coffee also slightly 
cheaper, the small increase in value, to £8-9 million, reflected larger 
quantities. Imports of wine at £5-4 million were £1-0 million less 
and imports of spirits decreased by £0-5 million. 

Among miscellaneous foods, imports of unrefined sugar, though 
almost unchanged in quantity, increased in value by £5-0 million to 
£539 million. The quantity of dried fruit was 75 per cent. more 
than in the first half of last year and there was also an increase in 
imports of canned fruit, the increase in value for these two items being 
£5:2 million. Imports of the remaining miscellaneous foods totalled 
£60°8 million compared with £62-9 million in the first six months of 
last year. 

Imports of tobacco were £23-0 million compared with £17-0 
million in the first half of last year, imports being rather higher than 
usual in the first quarter. 


Imports of Raw Materials 


The total value of raw materials imported in the first half of this 
year showed a substantial reduction of 15 per cent. from the high 
figure of the second half of last year and was 5 per cent. less than in the 
first half of last year. During the first four months the rate of imports 
was equivalent to last year’s average, but there was a reduction of 
13 per cent. in the May-June rate compared with January-April. 

Imports of raw cotton and cotton waste, in the first half of 1952 
at {82-3 million, were very much less than in the first half of 1951 
(£125:3 million) or in the second half of 1951 (£133-6 million). 
The reduction so far this year compared with the first half of last 
year was due in part to smaller quantities, but for medium staple 
prices were lower. There were big changes in the sources of supply ; 
imports from Egypt were only £9-1 million compared with £41-3 
million in the first half of last year and supplies from South American 
countries were also much reduced. Imports from the United States, 
however, increased from £8-5 million to £24-5 million. ‘The value 
of raw wool imports in the first half of 1952 reflected the much lower 
prices. Although the quantity of sheep’s and lambs’ wool imported 
was 16 per cent. more than in the first half of last year the value was 
only £88-0 million, compared with £168-2 million. Supplies from 
Australia (163.0 million Ib.) were almost the same as in the first half 
of last year but imports from New Zealand increased by 5 per cent. 
to 129-5 million Ib. The value of imports of flax, hemp, jute, etc., 
at £25-1 million, was much the same as in each half of 1951. Less 
flax and hemp was imported than in January-June last year but the 
quantity of raw jute was about the same.

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quantities of softwood and hardwood were imported, but arrivals of 
both pitprops and plywood increased. Imports of softwood, totalling 
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1°4 million tons, were 7 per cent. less than the high level in the first 
half of 1951 but were still at least a quarter more than in the first half 
of any other post-war year, With higher prices the value, £51-9 
million, was 15 per cent. more than in the first half of 1951. Imports 
of hardwood, 0-5 million tons, were 30 per cent. less but the value was 
only slightly less at £147 million. Arrivals of pitprops were more 
than double the relatively small quantities imported in the first half 
of 1951 and exceeded the quantities imported in the first half of any 
post-war year. Plywood imports valued at £9°5 million were 47 per 
cent. more in quantity than in the first half of 1951 but were less than 
the high imports in the second half of last year. 

Imports of pulp and other paper-making materials were £79-7 
million, £22:2 million more than in the first half of 1951. Large 
arrivals in January and February were at a half-yearly rate of almost 
£100 million, but this was taken into account in the arrangement for 
controlling imports during the remainder of this year. By the month 
of June the half-yearly rate decreased to less than £50 million. 

Higher prices accounted for most of the increase compared with the 
first half of 1951 but these were falling in the second quarter of this 
year. 

Rubber was the only group of raw materials other than wool and 
hides and skins to show substantially reduced prices compared with 
the first half of 1951 Although 13 per cent. more rubber was 
imported than in the first six months of last year, the value was £62-4 
million compared with £75-4 million. Prices of hides and skins, and 
particularly hides, were also lower than in the first half of last year, 
but the reduction of more than half in the value of imports to 
£19-5 million, also reflected much smaller quantities. 

Imports of seeds and nuts for oil, crude petroleum, etc., in the first 
half of this year totalled {213-9 million, about the same as in the 
second half of last year but half as much again as in the first half. 
Imports of crude petroleum accounted for £120-2 million of this 
year’s total, compared with £99°9 million in the second half and only 
£60-°5 million in the first half of last year ; almost all of this large 
increase came from the Middle East. Imports of oils, oilseeds, and 
nuts, mainly owing to higher prices, were {88-5 million compared 
with £69°9 million in the first half of last year ; they were less than 
the total for the second half of last year, {103-2 million, when larger 
quuantitics were imported 

The weight of iron ore imported in the second quarter recovered to 
the high rate attained in the second half of last year, although for the 
half year it was 11 per cent. less ; the value, however, increased by 17 
per cent. to {27-4 million. Imports of ores and scrap of non-ferrous 
metal in the first half year, £45°8 million, were slightly more than the 
high figure for the second half of last year. 

‘There were no imports of coal after April and the total for the half- 
year was only £2°7 million, compared with £7-9 million in the first 
half of 1951 
Imports of Manufactures 

Apart from metals and machinery, the general trend in the first half- 
year in imports of manufactures was downward, the total value being 
£4556 million compared with £481-4 million in the second half of last 
vear. ‘The value of machinery imports, however, was as much as 
{52-9 million, compared with £30-9 million in the second half of 
last year and £446 million in the whole of 1950, About half the 
total was made up of machine tools, which increased by £14-9 million 
compared with the second half of last year, and came mainly from the 
United States ‘There were also smaller increases 
over a wide Imports of iron and steel and 
manufactures increased even more sharply and in the half-year 
totalled £61°3 million, compared with £27-6 million in the second half 
of last year. In the second quarter the half-yearly rate had reached 
£747 million. Of the half-year's total, {17-0 million came from the 
United States and £10-2 million from Belgium, which was only one of 
several European countries to send considerable supplies. Imports 
of non-ferrous metals, at £105-5 million, were also larger than in the 
second half of last year ({,95-6 million) 

The main reductions in imports of other manufactures occurred 
in textiles and apparel, refined petroleum products, chemicals and 
paper and board. ‘The value of imports of textiles and apparel so 
far this year showed a progressive reduction and in the second quarter 
was {22-0 million compared with £34-1 million in the first quarter 
and a quarterly average of £448 million in the second half of last 
year. Imports of refined petroleum for the half-year decreased to 
£51-9 million, compared with £66-9 million in the second half of last 
year. ‘The reduction in imports of chemicals occurred in the second 
quarter of the year when they were £9°6 million compared with £176 
million in the first quarter. Partly due to lower prices there was a 
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reduction in imports of paper and board in both the first and second 
quarters of the year and the total for the first six months was only 
£27-7 million, compared with £50-6 million in the second half of 1951. 

Detailed particulars of our imports, exports and re-exports were 
published on July 21* and further analysis of the figures will be found 
in the form of tables in the monthly Report on Overseas Trade for 
Augustt, due to be published on or about August 16. 

The tables on pages 167, 169 and 172 show summary figures for 
imports and United Kingdom exports, while the tables on pages 170 
and 171 give figures of some of the more important commodities of 
our trade both by value and by quantity.

Import and Export Prices in the 
First Half-Year 


HE IMPORT price index in June at 99 (1951 = 100) was less 

than the 1951 average for the first time this year. ‘The index was 
unchanged at 103 during the first quarter but in each month of the 
second it showed a reduction. For the half-year the index was 102, 
slightly less than in the second half of last year (103) but still above 
the figure of 98 for the first half of last year. 

The reduction in the import price index in the second quarter was 
due principally to a decrease in the index for raw materials, which 
was steady in the first quarter at 100 but fell to 92 by June, the lowest 
figure since January 1951. For the half-year the index for raw 
materials was 97 compared with about 100 in both halves of last 
year. Lower prices for arrivals of rubber, wool and wood pulp 
accounted for most of the reduction in the index for raw materials 
in the second quarter. By that time prices of wool imports were 
only half the 1951 average and down to pre-Korean levels, but prices 
of rubber, although almost a third less than in 1951, were still double

those of mid-1950. Prices of iron ore and scrap and of timber, on 
the other hand, were substantially higher than in 1951 while for 
cotton, non-ferrous metals and wood pulp the general level was 
about the same as last year 

In contrast to the downward trend in the raw materials index the 
food, drink and tobacco index continued to increase slowly and in 
June was 107. For the half-year it was 106 compared with 103 in 
the second half of last year and 97 in the first half. The import 
price index for manufactures decreased slowly from the high 
December figure, reflecting the reduced prices for arrivals of textiles 
manufactures and paper and board, but for the half-year it was still 
106, the same as in the second half of last year and compared with 
only 94 in the first half. 

The export price index has been influenced on the one hand by 
rising prices of metals and engineering products and on the other by 
falling prices of textiles, with prices of other manufactures showing 
a small upward movement. The prices of metals and engineering 
products continued the upward movement shown during 1951 and 
the average for the first half-year was 10 per cent. above the average 
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for last year. Textile prices, which reached a peak last autumn, have 
since been falling and by June the index was 15 per cent. less than in 
December, although the average for the half-year is only slightly 
below that for 1951. As a result the index for total exports has moved

compared with 105 in the second half of last year and 95 in the first. 

The terms of trade index, which is the ratio of the import index 
to the export index, steadily improved in the half-year and by June 
was 7 per cent. better than the 1951 average. This improvement 
follows the deterioration in recent years as a result of which 
the 1951 terms of trade were about 13 per cent. worse than in 1950 
and 27 per cent. worse than in the period of 1949 before devaluation.

Interim Index of Retail Prices 


AT June 17, 1952, the official index figure, which measures changes 
in the average level of retail prices compared with the level at the base 
date, June 17, 1947 (taken as 100) was 138, compared with 135 at 
May 13, the Ministry of Labour and National Service announce. 

The rise in the index during the month was mainly due to higher 
prices for meat, meat products and tea. There were also small 
increases in the prices of a number of other items, but the average 
levels of prices for clothing and household textiles were a little lower 
than at a month earlier. 
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Sharp Fall in Rayon Production

HE OUTPUT of the rayon industry, which was low in May, fell

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President Urges United States to Import More 
Goods from Britain 


few PROBLEMS confronting United Kingdom manufacturers 
who were trying to sell their products to the United States were 

dealt with in a speech by the President of the Board of Trade, 
Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, at a luncheon in London, given by the 
American Chamber of Commerce on Tuesday. 

The President said that the story of Anglo-American trade was 
nowadays simply a story of the dollar problem, a story of a desperate 
battle to sell enough overseas to pay for the food and raw materials 
and the manufactured goods we needed, not only from the United 
States, but the world. Here on this island, a population one-third of 
the size of the United States had to support itself on an area less than 
Colorado or Wyoming. A quarter of our entire national wealth was 
shot and blasted away by the second world war. And so we had to 
pay our way in these conditions in an increasingly competitive world 
or starve 


Problem of the Free Peoples 


But of course our problem was only part of the world-wide economic 
problem of the free peoples—the lack of balance between the dollar 
and the non-dollar worlds. But one might ask why the dollar world 
should be concerned by this? It never happened before the war. 
The increasing self-sufficiency of the United States, represented 
without a doubt one of the main reasons for the dollar shortage. But 
this growth in self-sufficiency had been at least partly due to techno- 
logical advances and the exploitation of new resources in the United 
States, to some energetic twentieth century pioneering which had 
enriched that country. And in another field it was probably true to 
say that in some cases nations wishing to sell to the United States had 
failed to control inflationary tendencies sufficiently in their own 

Feconomies to enable them to sell as much as they ought to have done, 
‘despite the difficulties of the situation. 
| The President went on to speak of how this economic division 


between the dollar and the non-dollar world came about. The first 


“significant fact, he thought, was that although America was buying 
my and more from abroad the ratio of her imports to her production 


Thad gone down steadily. For most countries the ratio of imports to 
‘Production was pretty high. For us it was about 20 per cent. to 
0 per cent., and in the cases of Norway and Belgium, for instance, 
about 40 per cent. to 50 per cent. For the United States it was not 
only pretty low but it had been going down steadily. Valuing this 
comparison throughout at present day prices, imports into the United 
States in 1929—the last year before the great depression, and the last 
year before the Smoot Hawley tariff—accounted for 5-2 per cent. of 
the American gross national product. In the years 1939-41 it moved 
down to 3:8 per cent. And in the years 1946-50, despite all the 
European dollar export drives it moved down still further to 3-3 per 
tent. And the same ratio applied only to United States imports from 
Western Europe was even more striking. Imports from Western 
Europe before the first world war amounted to about 2 per cent. of 
the American gross national product. In the nineteen-twenties this 
had dropped to 1} per cent., in the nineteen-thirties to three quarters 
of one per cent. ; after the war to less than one half of one per cent. 
The second significant fact was the doubling of American production 
under the forced draught of the second world war. So that with most 
of the rest of the world fighting poverty and inflation and the primary 
producing countries wanting industrial equipment which only the 
United States could provide, the dependence of the rest of the world 
on the United States had grown. The third significant fact was, he 
thought, the great shift of United States imports since before the war 
from Europe to North and South America. Before the first world 
war half of United States imports came from Europe ; between the 
wars 30 per cent. ; since the second world war only 15 per cent. 
These trends and figures might seem remote and barren. But 
there was nothing remote about their effect. It meant that the world 
beyond the frontiers of the United States had to buy more American 
goods than it could pay for, and would like to buy even more but 
could not. It had meant a huge gap between America’s imports and 
her exports. A gap which the United States had covered since the 
war with gifts and loans and the great concept of Marshall Aid, and 
covered in a way which had won our admiration. We knew that this 
tad meant self-sacrifice for America. We in this country, of course, 
now relied on the United States only for defence aid, the result of the 


sharing of the resources of the free world for the defence of freedom. 
But we knew that they were paying and had paid taxes so that the 
whole of the Foreign Aid programme could go through. And tax- 
paying was something of which we had great experience and which 
provoked us to ready sympathy. 


“ Trade—Not Aid” 


But aid on the one hand, whatever it was called, and restriction of 
trade on the other, did not really mean that trade between our two 
countries was satisfactory. We believed, as the United States did, 
in expanding trade and not restricting it. And the one way we could 
and wanted to alter the present state of affairs was by increasing our 
exports to the United States. As the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
had said, “‘ ‘Trade—not Aid,” should be our slogan. And after all, 
there would not seem at first sight to be many reasons why we could 
not increase our dollar exports. Sales of British manufactured goods 
in the States amounted to only one-tenth of | per cent. of the sales of 
American manufacturers. And our exports to the United States 
were very little more than they were to New Zealand—with a popula- 
tion no less than seventy-five times smaller. But, of course, one would 
say: ‘‘ This is where we came in. We have heard all this before. 
If you want to buy our goods, get selling yours in the States. The 
market's big enough. ‘There is nothing to stop you.” 

But isn’t there? What did confront a manufacturer in Europe 
who tried to close the dollar gap by selling to the States? First, 
although the Smoot Hawley tariff had been greatly reduced over the 
last 18 years Mr. Paul Hoffman's words of only three years ago would 
not be forgotten—‘* many American tariff rates still remain high and 
in some cases prohibitory on a wide range of products many of which 
are non-competitive with United States goods.’”’ Secondly, United 
States Customs procedure, which, as the authors of the still-born 
Customs Simplification Bill recognized, was not exactly designed to 
make it easy for anyone to import anything into the United States. 
Thirdly, the Federal Buy American Act and the similar legislation of 
many states and municipalities. True, two United Kingdom firms 
had recently managed to get sizable contracts for United States 
government projects. But the field of public procurement in the 
United States had up to now been pretty well reserved for domestic 
manufacturers. It was a large field. In 1950, Federal State and 
municipal purchases amounted to fifteen thousand million dollars. 
If we in the United Kingdom had secured only 2 per cent. of that 
business in that year we would have doubled the value of our exports 
to the United States. 


U.S. Tariff Commission 


And that was not all. Not only were there 3,000 miles of ocean and 
formidable man-made barriers against European exporters. But 
they might be increased. Under the Escape Clause procedure of the 
Trade Agreements Extension Acts of 1951 applications could be 
made for tariff relief by United States industry. Over the last 14 
months there had been 16 such applications, of which eight directly 
affected United Kingdom export trade, valued last year at over 
eleven million dollars. In the last couple of days yet another had 
been announced. We had been relieved to hear recent decisions of 
the United States Tariff Commission dismissing applications in 
respect of motor-cycles and blue cheese. But other verdicts we had 
to wait for in suspense. If they were unfavourable to us they would 
strike a very heavy blow against our solvency and the poverty of 
Western Europe. 

And all this meant something more. Americans told us that if 
our manufacturers wanted to break into the United States market 
they must study the market, use scientific methods of salesmanship, 
and use the right advertising. That meant spending money. A lot 
of our traders had been doing that. But if they got the idea that as 
soon as they began to make an impression on the market, new barriers 
were going to be raised against them, many would be deterred. 

That was no way to close the dollar gap. The point he wanted to 
make was that the United States seemed to be trying to solve the 
problem of its own gigantic surplus with the outside world without 
doing more than tinker with the very trade barriers which dated from 
the time of the great depression. In fact some United States 
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International Distribution of 
Nickel and Cobalt 


THE Manganese-Nickel-Cobalt Committee of the International 
Materials Conference has announced its recommended distribution 
of nickel and cobalt for the third quarter of 1952. The countries 
represented on the Committee are Belgium (for Benclux), Brazil, 
Canada, Cuba, France, the Federal Republic of Germany, India, 
Norway, the Union of South Africa, the United Kingdom and the 
United States. 

All the 11 member governments have accepted the plan of distribu- 
tion for cobalt. ‘The plan for nickel has been accepted, with reserva- 
tions on the part of India and under protest by the Federal Republic 
of Germany. 

The Committee agreed to make arrangements whereby domestic 
users in the United States or in other countries would have the 
Opportunity to purchase any nickel or cobalt allocated to countries 
participating in the International Materials Conference and not used 
by any such participating country. 

The plans of distribution have been forwarded to all interested 
governments for implementation.

As in the first half of 1952, the distribution of nickel covers all 
primary forms of metal and oxides. Nickel salts have not been 
included in recommended plans for distribution since December 31, 
1951. 

Estimated total availabilities of primary nickel and oxides for the 
third quarter amount to 36,580 metric tons, in terms of metal content, 
as against 35,195 in the second quarter. 

As in the previous allocation period, the Committee has accepted a 
United States proposal that the amount of production represented by 
the Nicaro (Cuba) output should be distributed among various 
countries in proportion to their direct defence programmes. 

France has agreed to make available for export 155 tons of New 
Caledonian Fonte, in terms of nickel content, of which 30 tons repre- 
sent import quotas granted in the second quarter which have been 
cancelled by the Committee. Fonte is a directly smelted nickel cast 
iron of about 30 per cent. nickel content. 

The total quantity of cobalt available for distribution in the third 
quarter, in the form of primary metal, oxides and salts. is estimated 
at 2,475 metric tons of cobalt content, including a carry-over of 100 
tons from previous production. This compares with 4,413 tons 
distributed in the first half of 1952. 

The Committee is unable to foresee when it will be possible to 
dispense with international distribution plans for nickel and cobalt, 
since increased availabilities are inadequate to meet continuing heavy 
demands for essential rearmament production.

Containers and Packaging Orders for 
Coronation Souvenir Tins 


HE Board of Trade are prepared to consider applications for 

licences under the Containers and Packaging Orders*® for the 
packing and distribution of Coronation Souvenir tins. ‘This applies 
to Coronation Souvenir tins for the home market since there is no 
restriction on tins for export. 

Applications should be made to the Board of Trade, Dept. IM5, 
Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1. The applicant should give 
details of the commodity to be packed and the name and address of 
the tin maker who is prepared to accept the order, together with an 
undertaking that the tins will be suitable for retention as Coronation 
Souvenirs 

Since 1940, owing to shortage of tinplate, tins for the home market 
have been limited to standard sizes and types ; fancy packings have 
been entirely prohibited. ‘Tinplate is still scarce. The intention 
is mainly to help manufacturers who traditionally use fancy packings 
(i.e. for biscuits, chocolates, and sweets, etc.) for special occasions. 
This announcement does not imply that there will be any additional 
supplies of tinplate for the home market.

Imports of Tomatoes

It was announced earlier this month that imports of tomatoes would, 


owing to the plentiful supplies of British tomatoes then available, be 
suspended between July 10 and 23 (see Board of Trade Journal on 
July 19, page 120) 

The quota for tomato imports during August remains unchanged 
at 2,300 tons, subject to review in the light of the supplies available 
from home production, 


Course for Leather Retailers 


THE National Leathersellers’ College, in conjunction with the Council 
of Industrial Design, is holding a course in London entitled “ Leather 
and the Retailer’ from September 15 to 19. 

The course is designed to give retailers a background knowledge 
of the nature of leather and its special qualities in relation to its 
various uses, and to stimulate interest in the design and construction 
of the chief kinds of merchandise made from leather. It is open to 
men and women engaged in the buying and selling of leather goods. 

Lectures will be given by well known specialists, and there will be 
discussions and visits to tanneries and factories. There will also be 
a small exhibition of well designed leather goods.

Changes in Distribution Scheme 
for Iron and Steel 


A NUMBER of technical changes have been made by the Ministry 
of Supply in the Iron and Steel Distribution Scheme, by the Iron 
and Steel Distribution (Amendment No, 2) Order, 1952 (S.I. 1952 
No. 1316). 

The changes, effective from July 21, include :— 

Large springs have been taken off the directly controlled list. 
Manufacturers incorporating springs in their products now 
have to give spring-makers a sub-authorization out of their 
main allocation. 

The amount of electrical conduit which can be obtained without 
permit under the small quantities exemptions has been reduced 
to 3 cwt. a month. 

Relaxations have also been made in the special arrangements for 
economizing in the use of alloy steels containing nickel and molyb- 
denum. The Direction to steel makers has been amended to add the 
following to the list of special-purpose steels not subject to restric- 
tions :— 

induction-hardening steels ; 

any gun component steel to Ministry of Supply Specification S56 
or to Admiralty Specification E52, E53 or E54 ; 

any steel to any Ministry of Supply I.F.V. Specification or to 
any Admiralty Specification being (in each case) a Specification 
containing a ballistic test standard ; 

armour piercing projectile steels, torpedo steels ; 

turbine blading steels ; and 

steels prepared as a drawn wire in coil. 

These may now be used without permission from the Ministry of 
Supply’s Director of Alloy Steel Control.

International Allocation of 
Crude Sulphur 


HE Sulphur Committee of the International Materials Conference 

has announced the allocation of crude sulphur for the last six months 
of 1952, unanimously accepted by its member governments. 

The figure for the United Kingdom allocation (in long tons) is as 


follows :—

(The difference between the figures of allocation and import quota 
is explained by domestic production or stock adjustments.) 

The Committee agreed that half of the quantities constitutes the 
allocatios for the third quarter, and the other half constitutes the 
allocation for the fourth quarter with the proviso that the Committee 
may review the allocation for the fourth quarter. 

In 1950 and the first half of 1951, before the first of the Sulphur 
Committee's plans of international distribution, consumption exceeded 
production by 7:8 per cent. and 8-3 per cent. respectively. This led 
to a serious reduction in world stocks. Since July 1951, however, as 
a result of the Committee’s allocations consumption has virtually 
been brought into line with production and the severe drain on stocks 
halted. ‘This, however, has meant a reduction in consumption below 
the level of demand. Production in the last half of 1952 is estimated 
at an annual rate of 6,400,000 long tons, compared with 5,900,000 in 
1950 and 6,140,000 in 1951. However, although production in the 
last half of 1952 is expected to increase to 3,200,000 long tons, it still 
falls short of requirements which are estimated at 3,830,000 long tons. 

The Committee agreed to make arrangements whereby domestic 
users in the United States or in other countries may purchase any 
sulphur allocated to other countries participating in the International 
Materials Conference and not used by any such participating country. 

As on previous occasions, the Committee dealt only with crude 
sulphur and did not allocate the relatively small quantities of refined 
sulphur which enter into international trade. The Committee 
expects, however, that trade in refined sulphur will continue to follow 
the normal pattern.

Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry asked in Parliament. 


THURSDAY JULY 17 
Trade with Czechoslovakia 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft 
was asked if he would give the terms of the trade agreement which 
the Government were proposing to conclude with Czechoslovakia 
concerning the importation into this country of a large quantity of 
printed cotton. How did the prices of such goods to be imported 
compare with the prices of similar goods manufactured in Lancashire ? 

The President replied that, under the Trade and Financial Agree- 
ment concluded with Czechoslovakia in 1949 by the previous adminis- 
tration, the U.K. Government undertook to negotiate annually 
with the Czechoslovak Government the level of quotas for trade 
between the two countries over the next 12 months. Negotiations to 
this end had been proceeding in Prague, but no agreement had yet 
been concluded. 

The questioner then asked whether it was not a fact that an agree- 
ment was to be signed in a few days with the Czechoslovak authorities 
for the purchase of printed cottons or grey cloth at a price quite 30 per 
cent. below the cost of production in Lancashire? Did the President 
of the Board of Trade realize that, if such were the facts, a serious 
situation arose for the cotton workers in Lancashire, who were already 
languishing in unemployment in large numbers and whose position 
would be still further worsened by the importation of such materials ? 

The President replied that he had given general instructions to 
those concerned with negotiating trade agreements of this kind to 
pay particular attention to the interests of Lancashire and the cotton 
and textile industries. He had every reason to suppose that those 
instructions were being watched in this case as in any other, but he 
did not think it would be right for him to comment on what might 
be the terms of an agreement which had not yet been concluded. 

Questioned about the price to be paid, the President said that the 
trade agreement was not concerned with price. It was concerned 
on both sides with the quantities which were imported. It was a 
two-sided agreement which dealt with exports from this country and 
from Czechoslovakia and it dealt with total amounts and quantities. 


Development Areas in Scotland 


Since November 1, 1951, building, in the development areas in 
Scotland, had been started on three new factories, with a total floor 
area of 75,750 square feet, and on 13 extensions to existing factories 
with a further total floor area of 304,945 square feet, the President said.

Imports of Raspberry Pulp 


Imports of raspberry pulp were not recorded separately in the 
import statistics, the President told a questioner. The Ministry of 
Food had made estimates of imports of raspberry and loganberry 
pulp, and pulp of mixed fruits containing raspberries, loganberries, 
blackcurrants or strawberries ; raspberry pulp was the main item in 
this group.

Divisions of Board of Trade 


Asked what were the duties of the Accounts Division of his depart- 
ment, the President replied that he regretted that the printed Civil 
Estimates for 1952-53 contained a misprint and what. was described 
as the Accounts Division should have been described as the Account- 
ants Division. This Division carries out all accounting and investi-

gations required by the Board, by the Monopolies Commission and 
the Development Area Treasury Advisory Committee. 

Asked also the functions of the Finance Division of his department ; 
and why it was necessary for this division to employ 140 people, the 
President replied that the Finance Division of the Board of 
assisted the Permanent Secretary in the discharge of his Sees as 
Accounting Officer by exercising supervision over the financial policy 
and transactions of the Board, and applying the necessary controls 
over expenditure from voted money and issues from the Consolidated 
Fund. The questioner would, therefore, appreciate that the functions 
of the Finance Division were quite different from the investigations 
carried out by the Accountants Division, and he was satisfied that the 
staff employed was required to carry out these duties. 


British Motor Car Components 


The President was asked whether he was aware that cars assembled 
in Belgium and then exported as part of the Belgian export quota to 
other countries such as Germany and the Netherlands, and consisting 
of components fabricated in Britain and exported to Belgium under 
the completely knockedi down system, were described as Belgian cars ; 
and, in view of the fact that this practice was interfering with the 
goodwill of the British industry, if he would make appropriate repre- 
sentations to the Belgian authorities. 

He replied that he understood that cars assembled in Belgium from 
British components may be exported to other countries, such as 
Germany. As direct sales from this country were restricted by quotas 
in many of these countries, this practice was advantageous to our 
export trade and to employment in our industry. He saw no grounds, 
therefore, for representations in the sense suggested by the questioner. 


Price of Newsprint 


Asked as representing the Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, 
what steps he was now taking to reduce the price of newsprint, the 
Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, replied that as 
he said in the House on June 23, the Chancellor was arranging for a 
further review of maximum permitted newsprint prices, which he 
hoped would be carried out shortly. 


Waste Paper Collection 

Mr. Mackeson said that the price of waste paper had fallen partly 
because supply now exceeded demand, and partly because of the fall 
in price of alternative raw materials for paper-making. The cost of 
collection varied from district to district but he had no reason to think 
that efficient collecting systems in urban and semi-urban areas could 
not pay their way at present prices.

Exports of Fish to France 

The President was asked if he was aware that the annual allocation 
for fish exports from Britain to France included £10,000 for peri- 
winkles for which in France there was small demand or sale ; that 
this diminished the permitted allocation for the export from Britain 
of monk fish for which there was in France a large demand and sale ; 
and if he would negotiate with the French Government with a view 
to rectifying this anomaly before the next relevant Franco-British 
Trade Agreement was entered into. 

Mr. Mackeson replied that the French import quota for fresh and 
frozen fish, which applied to monk fish, was quite separate from the 
quota for periwinkles, and its size was not affected by the existence of 
the periwinkle quota. He was not aware that the quota for peri- 
winkles was too large, especially at the present time when licences 
under it were being issued on a reduced scale because of the French 
payments difficulties. He could assure the questioner that further 
efforts would be made to secure increased opportunities for exports 
of fish to France in future negotiations.

Samples of Overseas Goods 


Asked if he would publish a list of the samples of overseas goods 
purchased by him during 1951, and shown under head A4 of the 
Recienates for his Department together with details of their individual 
cost and subsequent disposal, Mr. Mackeson replied that, in the year 
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1951, £3,200 was provided for the purchase of samples of overseas 
goods by Trade Commissioners and Her Majesty’s Commercial 
Representatives, primarily to illustrate their reports on the market for 
consumer goods. During the year, 185 samples were purchased at 
a cost of £320, the individual costs ranging from 5s. to £10. 
Interested industries were notified when the reports were issued to 
their Trade Associations and through the Special Register Information 
Service that the samples were available for inspection, and he did not 
feel that it would be of assistance to exporters to publish a list of 
samples. 
Normally samples became out of date and the collection was 
reviewed periodically. ‘The samples were held by the Board of Trade 
in bond, free of customs duty and purchase tax. Subsequent handling 
on exhibition rendered the disposal value less than liability for customs 
and purchase tax. Consent of the Treasury was obtained for disposal. 


Changes in Utility Specifications 

The President was asked how many departures from specifications 
over the Utility field had been permitted since 1951; and what 
practicable steps he was taking to ensure a minimum standard of 
reliability. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, replied that various departures from the Utility cloth and 
clothing specifications had been permitted before the Utility cloth 
and clothing schemes were revoked as from March 17, 1952. For 
the progress since made in establishing new textile and clothing 
standards he would refer the questioner to the answers given by the 
President on June 26 and July 3, respectively. Since then agreed 
specifications for bedding had been published by the British Standards 
Institution. 

Under the Utility Furniture scheme, which was still in force, 
variations had been allowed in approximately 400 individ cases 
this year. These variations, of course, had not allowed any lowering 
of quality. 


Imports of Carpets 

The value of carpets imported into the United Kingdom in the first 
six months of 1952 was £1,836,000, Mr. Mackeson stated. In view 
of the general uncertainty of the market, he would not care to predict 
the level of carpet imports during the remainder of the year. 


Report of Committee on Copyright 

Asked when the Committee on Copyright might be expected to 
present its Report, the President replied that he understood that the 
drafting of the Report of the Copyright Committee was now at an 
advanced stage and he trusted it would be presented before the next 
Session of Parliament. 


Canadian Firms in Scotland 


The President was asked if he would state the names, nature and 
location of Canadian manufacturing companies, firms and partner- 
ships which had branches in Scotland ; and how many people each 
employed. 

Mr. Strauss replied that so far as he was aware, there were two 
Canadian companies with factories in Scotland. These were Massey 
Harris, Limited, manufacturers of agricultural tractors, implements 
and combine harvesters at Kilmarnock, and Wall Colmonoy (Canada) 
Limited, manufacturers of corrosion-resisting and hard facing alloys 
at Carfin. 

The following Scottish companies had subsidiary or associate 
companies in Canada :—Messrs. Blackwood Morton and Sons, 
carpet and linoleum manufacturers, of Kilmarnock ; the Edinburgh 
Essence Company, manufacturers of flavouring extracts ; the Astral 
Equipment Company and its associates, manufacturers of refrigerators; 
and Thomas Bonar and Company, and associate of the Low and 
Bonar group, the Dundee Jute Manufacturers. 

Information about the numbers employed in each concern was 
supplied in confidence and could not be disclosed. 

French Imports of British Lobsters 

Mr. Mackeson stated that £4,000 was allocated in the second quarter 
of this year by the French Government for the importation of lobster 
and other sea crustacea from the United Kingdom. The amount 
that would be allocated for the current quarter was being discussed 
with the French authorities. 


Imports of Foreign Textile Piece-Goods 


The President was asked why import of shoddy cotton was 
permitted ; from what countries ; and in what amounts it was 
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imported ; in what way the consumer could recognize foreign shoddy; 
and if he would take steps to ensure identification between such and 
Lancashire cloth 

Mr. Strauss replied that he assumed the questioner was not using 
the word “ shoddy " in the technical sense of recovered wool. 

_ There was no qualitative control of imports of cotton goods 
figures relating to particular qualities were not available. An Order 
made under the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, required foreign textile 
piece-goods imported into the United Kingdom to be marked with 
an indication of origin, thus showing that they were of foreign 
manufacture. 

Asked also if he would arrange for all imports of textile articles of 
foreign manufacture to be marked with the name of the country of 
origin or with the word Foreign, Mr. Strauss replied that orders under 
the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, already required many classes of 
imported textile goods to be marked with an indication of origin, 
The Board of Trade would be prepared to refer to the Standing 
Committee on Marking Orders any application which they might 
receive from a representative body to make an Order extending that 
requirement to further classes of textiles. 


Imports of Tobacco 

_ A questioner asked what steps the President proposed to take to 
increase the import of tobacco from non-dollar countries particularly 
from Greece and Turkey. 

Mr. Mackeson replied that all unmanufactured tobacco was bought 
on private account, but the amount of dollars made available for 
purchases from this season’s North American crop would be very 
much less than last year. So long as our balance of payments 
situation so demanded, this policy of restricting dollar purchases 
would be continued. The questioner would appreciate that such a 
policy provided a strong inducement to use more non-dollar tobacco, 
including Greek and Turkish, and the amount used in recent years, 
particularly from the Commonwealth, had steadily increased. 
Licences to import such tobacco were freely granted. 


Proposed New Development Areas 
Asked whether the Government had reached any decision on the 
desirability of scheduling certain textile areas as 


Sir.” As the questioner was aware, the question of scheduling new 
areas as Development Areas needed very full investigation. Besides 
the claims of the textile areas, we must also take into account proposals 
which had been made for scheduling other areas. All these proposals 
were now being considered. 


Campaign to Buy British Textiles 

In reply to a question to the President as to whether he would 
sponsor a campaign to buy British textiles, Mr, Strauss said Her 
Majesty’s Government would, of course, welcome increased purchases 
of British textiles, but the responsibility for a campaign such as the 
questioner suggested must lie with the textile industries. 


North-East Development Area 

Asked what progress had been made in providing Government 
sponsored advance factories in the North-East Development Area ; 
and what further proposals for advance factories were under 
consideration, Mr. Strauss replied that the building of factories in 
the Development Areas in advance of demand was deferred in- 
definitely by the previous Government early in 1951. Shortage of 
steel and the need to restrict capital investment were such that we 
should not be justified in reversing the decision. 

Asked also in which industries in the North-East Development 
Area unemployment had increased ; and what action he was taking 
to increase employment in this area, Mr. Strauss replied that the main 
increase had been in the textile, clothing, furniture and paper 
manufacturing industries. 

Her Majesty's Government intended to continue the policy of 
giving preference to the Development Areas whenever practicable. 


British Silver Hallmarks 

The President was asked if he was aware that foreign firms were 
using the British silver hallmarks ; and what action he proposed to 
take to prevent this practice. 

Mr. Strauss said he had seen this allegation in the Press and 
understood that the British interests concerned were about to submit 
a@ memorandum to the Board of Trade, The Board would, of 
course, carefully consider, in the light of the evidence submitted, 
what action would appropriately be taken. ¢

Paper Tube Industry 

The President was asked whether, in view of the difficulties at 
present facing the paper tube industry in this country as a result 
of the recession in the textile trade, he would review the present 
arrangement under which German paper tube makers were permitted 
to supply paper tubes to this country without any import licence, 
whilst the British paper tube industry was not permitted to purchase 
paper from Germany for the manufacture of paper tubes without 
first obtaining a licence 

Another questioner asked whether the President would review the 
present scale of Customs Duties applying to paper tubes and cones 
imported into this country, taking into account that the duty levied 
on such goods imported into Germany was 27 per cent. as against 
only 20 per cent. for importation into Great Britain. 

Mr. Mackeson replied that import restrictions were not imposed 
to protect domestic industries, and that the Government were not 
aware that the British paper tube industry was being denied access 
to adequate supplies of paper 

No application had been received for the revision of the import 
duty charged on these goods, but the Government would naturally 
be prepared to consider, on its merits, any such application which 
the industry concerned might wish to put forward. He pointed out 
that the rate in the German tariff was 20 per cent. not 27 per cent. as 
stated in the Question. 


Imports of Silk Fabric 

The President was asked if, when deciding new import quotas of 
silk fabric, he would take into account the trade recession which now 
existed in the industry in this country. 

In reply, Mr. Mackeson said, “ Yes Sir.” The availability of 
supplies from home production would certainly be taken into account 
together with all other relevant considerations. 

Electricity Charges 

Asked whether his attention had been called to the disproportionately 
high charges made for electricity for industrial purposes by the Mersey- 
side and North Wales Electricity Board which were having a deterrent 
effect on new industries considering establishing themselves in the 
Merseyside Development Area, Mr. Strauss said that he had been 
informed that a complaint had been made to the Ministry of Fuel and 
Power about electricity charges in the Merseyside area, but he 
reminded the questioner that the Electricity Act, 1947, provided 
machinery for dealing with such complaints. He did not know of 
any case in which electricity charges had deterred an industrialist 
from establishing a factory in the Area, 


Machine-made Carpets 


The President was asked whether he was aware of the substantial 
opportunities for sale of British machine-made carpets in Western 
Germany ; and whether, in view of the German surplus on European 
Payments Union account and the continuing United Kingdom deficit 
on that account, he would instruct the office of the United Kingdom 
commercial representative at Cologne-Marienburg to press the 
German Government for British machine-made carpets to be placed 
on the list of goods not subject to German import quota restrictions, 
and thus help the employment position in Kidderminster and other 
carpet manufacturing centres in the United Kingdom. 

Mr. Mackeson replied that the Federal German Government had 
recently removed quota restrictions over a considerable range of 
their trade, including machine-made carpets of cotton ; and we 
should continue to take every suitable opportunity to press for 
improved facilities for those of our exports, including machine-made 
carpets of wool, which were still subject to quota restrictions. 


North-Eastern Trading Estates 

A questioner asked, as the numbers employed had fallen by 2,373 
persons between September 30, 1951 and May 31, 1952 and were 
continuing to fall what special steps were being taken to promote employ- 
ment in the factories administered by the North-Eastern Trading 
Estates Limited. 

Mr. Strauss replied that while unemployment in the North-Eastern 
Development Area at 2°5 per cent. was greater than the average for 
the country at 2°1 per cent., it was much less than the average of the 
development areas as a whole at 3-4 per cent. In these circumstances 
we should not be justified in taking measures for the North-Eastern 
Trading Estate which were not applicable to Development Areas as 
awhole. On our policy for promoting « mployment in these Areas he 
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would refer the questioner to what he said in the debates on December 
7, 1951, and May 29, 1952. 

On May 24, 1952, the latest date for which official statistics were 
available, 1,312 men and boys and 3,483 women and girls, making a 
total of 4,795, were unemployed in North-Eastern Trading Company 
factories in Sunderland, Mr. Strauss added. 


Imported Furniture 


Asked why he had allowed cane chairs manufactured in Hong 
Kong to be given a variation licence from the standard general 
specification for Utility furniture and permitted them the use of the 
British Utility mark, Mr. Strauss replied that imported furniture which 
complied with the Board of Trade’s requirements had, since 1946, 
been able to qualify for the use of the Utility mark ; similarly, 
variation licences had been issued for imported furniture on the same 
grounds, and with the same safeguards, as for home-produced 
furniture. The licence to which the questioner referred was issued 
in 1950 in accordance with this practice.

CODES OF PRACTICE 
Sanitary Appliances 
THE Council for Codes of Practice for Buildings has now issued in 
final form Code 305, “‘ Sanitary Appliances.” It was drawn up by a 
Committee convened on behalf of the Council by the Institution of 
Municipal Engineers, and is a revised version of the draft previously 
issued for comment. 

The Code deals with the selection and installation of sanitary 
appliances. (It does not include the supply of water to such appliances 
or the disposal of water after use in the appliances. "These two allied 
subjects are dealt with respectively in Code 310, ‘“ Water Supply,” 
and Code 304, “ Soil and Waste Pipes Above Ground.”’) 

Comprehensive descriptions are given o all commonly used 
appliances, distinction being made between those which are connected 
to the soil system and those connected to the waste system. A large 
section deals with such matters as grouping of appliances, ventilation 
of sanitary compartments, sound insulation and supports for appli- 
ances, together with specific recommendations as to the types, location 
and methods of installation of appliances in various kinds of buildings 
such as houses, flats, shops, schools, hospitals, offices, etc. 

A full list of relevant British Standards is included, and there are 
notes on such practical aspects as storage, siting, fixing and mainten- 
ance of sanitary appliances. 

The Code carries the usual warning that, in the present abnormal 
conditions, it may not be practicable to carry out all the recommenda- 
tions.

Schemes for Development in Iraq 


This article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the Commercial Relations and Exports Department, 
The Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, Whitehall, London, S.W., who will be pleased to answer any questions 
arising from the article.

Financing Development 


The funds for the carrying out of the Board’s Six-Year Development 
Plan are derived from the payments made to the Government by the 
oil companies operating in Iraq. The Board estimates that it will 
receive {164,640,000 from this source over the six years 1951-56. 
In addition, it has at its d)sposal an International Bank Loan of £3-9 
million, which, together with certain other revenue, makes up total 
income of {168,740,000 in the six years. £155,374,000 has been 
allocated tothe execution of the various projects in the Six-year Develop- 
ment Plan, and this expenditure is apportioned in the following

Form of Development 


Just under a third of development expenditure is devoted to flood 
control and irrigation aimed at restoring the ancient fertility of the 
soil. The most important single project is the utilization of the 
Wadi Tharthar depression as a means of controlling the release 
of flood waters of the River Tigris. In 1951 a British civil engineering 
firm was awarded a contract for the first stage of this scheme. The 
irrigation programme also includes the completion and improvement 
of the existing flood control works on the Euphrates near Lake 
Habbaniya ; the construction of reservoirs, possibly in conjunction 
with hydro-electric plant, on the Rivers Diyala, Lesser Zab and Greater 
Zab, in the north-east of Iraq ; and the remodelling and extending 
of part of the existing canal system. A contract for the construction 
of a barrage at Ramadi on the Euphrates was recently awarded to a 
consortium of three French firms 

The road-building section of the Plan includes a new road link 
between Basra, the port in the south of Iraq, and Bagdad, and the 
creation of a road system in the mountainous area of the north. 

A contract to build a bridge at Kufa, on the Euphrates, below 
Bagdad, was awarded to a German firm at the beginning of this year. 
Other bridges are planned at Bagdad, Mosul and Kadhimain, a small 
town near Bagdad. 

The allocation for public buildings includes £11 million that the 
Board propose to spend on schools and hospitals in Bagdad, Mosul 
and Kufa, and other towns. It has also made provision for a Royal 
Palace, a new Parliament House, and a National Library and Museum. 
Side by side with this work go plans for building houses for doctors 
in the neighbourhood of the new hospitals, for junior officials in 
Government service, and for labourers. Community development 
also includes the improvement of domestic water supply systems. A 
contract for a water supply system for Najef has been given to a 


British firm. In addition, the Development Board is promoting test 
boring for water in arid areas. 

A major part of the sum earmarked for industrial development may 
be devoted to a scheme recommended by the International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development for the utilization of natural gases 
given off at the oil fields for the production of sulphur, cement and 
fertilizers. ‘The Board also intends to give financial assistance, through 
the Industrial Bank of Iraq, for the establishment of sugar-refining, 
the expansion of cotton-weaving, and the encouragement of other 
small-scale industrial schemes. 


Opportunities for U.K. Contractorsand Exporters 


It will be seen that this ambitious programme offers promising 
opportunities to United Kingdom engineering and constructional 
firms and to suppliers of the equipment Iraq is likely to require for the 
execution of the projects, and for the full exploitation of the country’s 
resources. "This includes earth-moving appliances and other building 
contractor's plant, pumps and engines, water drilling apparatus, agri- 
cultural machinery and tractors, and electrical equipment. The 
United Kingdom has for long been the principal supplier of the 
technical services and imported goods that Iraq needs, but in the future 
may expect to be faced with keen competition from other countries. 


Guatemala a Dollar Account Market 


for U.K. Exporters 


UATELMALA®, with an area of 42,000 square miles and a 

population of 2,787,000 people, is the largest country in Central 
America and its interest to United Kingdom exporters is considered 
in a Review of Economic and Commercial Conditions. 

It is an important market, says the Report, located in the dollar or 
hard currency area, and its currency unit, the quetzal, is at par with 
the dollar. There is no exchange control and few import restrictions. 
With increased purchasing power and improvement in internal 
transport the market should rapidly expand. 

Guatemalan economy is based on the import of manufactures 
against the export of raw materials. Efforts are being made to change 
this state of affairs by means of increased industrialization, but it 
must be assumed that the pattern of the country’s economy will not 
change appreciably in the foreseeable future. 


Trade with the United Kingdom 


The Report gives statistics, taken from the Trade Accounts of the 
United Kingdom, which show that the United Kingdom has a 
growing export trade with Guatemala. Imports into the country 
cover many manufactured products. The United States remains 
by far the largest supplier, followed by Mexico, Germany, Canada 
and the United Kingdom. Although the United States still holds 
the market for motor vehicles of all kinds, United Kingdom cars are 
gaining in popularity and the number of small United Kingdom 
motor-cars on the roads has increased rapidly during the past two 
years. The import of cars from the United States is facilitated by 
favourable tariff rates according to treaty and it is difficult to sell 
British cars whose ex-works price is much over 1,000 United States 
dollars, since whereas American cars pay a flat rate of 20 per cent. 
ad valorem United Kingdom cars pay an additional 1 per cent. for 
each 100 United States dollars over 1,000 United States dollars ex- 
works price, ‘There has been so far little attempt on the part of 
representatives to sell lorries. ‘This might prove a profitable venture,

since customs duties in the case of lorries are assessed on a different 
basis. 


United Kingdom motor-cycles have up to the present made few 
inroads on the Guatemalan market. ‘There are many reasons for 
this, including price and terms of payment. United Kingdom 
bicycles on the other hand, continue to sell well and are in constant 
demand. Competition in motor-cycles is mostly with the United 
States and in the case of bicycles, France, Czechoslovakia and Italy 
are also doing some business. Czechoslovakia, especially, is selling 
at very competitive prices. 

Cotton textiles from the United Kingdom, says the Report, con- 
tinue to suffer from price difficulties, and United Kingdom worsteds 
are meeting some competition from the United States, France and 
(until the imposition of 100 per cent. surcharge on Japanese goods) 
Japan. However, a suit of material “made in England” is still the 
pride of most Guatemalans. 

The market for whisky in Guatemala continues to flourish in spite 
of the recent legislation doubling the import duties on this product. 
Whisky is in permanent demand and demand still exceeds the avail- 
able supply. 

The Report is a comprehensive survey of the Guatemalan scene and 
covers geographical and social conditions, natural resources and 
gives particulars of the country’s principal imports and exports and 
the sources of imports. 

Other sections give details of the country’s local industry, labour, 
finance and transport and communications.

Quotas for Autumn Fairs in 
Western Germany 


HE customary autumn international fairs will be held in Germany 

in Frankfurt from August 31 to September 4, and in Cologne 
from September 7 to 9 (textiles and clothing) and 14 to 16 (household 
goods and metal ware) 

It has been the practice in the past for the German authorities to 
grant import licences up to a specified and limited amount to permit 
business to be transacted at each fair in goods the import of which 
into Western Germany is still subject to import restrictions. ‘These 
licences have been allocated on the basis of individual “ quotas ” 
given to exhibitors at the fairs. 

Currency authorizations for the 1952 autumn fairs are likely to be 
smaller than those available for earlier German fairs. It has therefore 
been arranged with the German authorities that licences will be 
allocated to exhibitors on a global basis to cover both fairs. That is 
to say, an exhibitor will be given a single quota which may be used at 
either or both of the fairs. It is hoped in this way to enable exhibitors 
to get the maximum advantage from the reduced quotas since they 
will now be able to concentrate on a single fair if they so desire. 
It is emphasized that showing at more than one fair will not entitle 
exhibitors to increased quotas. 


Applications for space at the fairs should be made in the normal way 
to the German fair authorities, who will make known the currency 
availabilities in due course. 

The currency arrangements described here do not apply to goods 
which are on the German free list. Licences for the import of such 
goods will of course be freely available to cover all sales at exhibitions. 

Agents in Germany of United Kingdom firms who are exhibiting 
at the Frankfurt and Cologne autumn fairs, or who have shown at 
these events in the past, have been notified of the revised arrangements 
for the allocation of licences

Italy and Argentina 


ITALY and Argentina signed a new Trade and Financial Agreement 
in Rome on June 25, 1952, according to a report in the Italian 
Informazioni per il Commercio Estero of June 26.

Spain and Denmark 


HE MAJESTY’S Representative in Copenhagen reports that a 

new ‘Trade Agreement between Spain and Denmark was initialled 
in Copenhagen on July 4, 1952. The Agreement is valid for one year 
from July 1, 1952 

Under the new Agreement Danish exports to Spain are estimated 
at about Kr. 60 million. The principal item will be Faroese fish, 
Kr. 30-9 million ; others are sezd potatoes Kr. 4 million ; eggs 
Kr. 2:6 million ; pharmaceutical products, Kr. 1-4 million ; insulin, 
Kr. 1:2 million ; porcelain insulators, Kr. 1-0 million ; refrigeration 
equipment, Kr. 1-0 mill ; diesel and other engines, Kr. 5-0 million; 
various kinds of machinery including electrical, Kr. 7-8 million. 

Spanish exports to Denmark are expected to amount to Kr. 73 
million, of which Kr. 40 million will be accounted for by goods on 
the Danish free list. ‘Ihe principal quotas for goods on the restricted 
list are: fruit juice, Kr. 1-5 million ; tomatoes, Kr. 4-0 million ; 
sherry and other alcoholic beverages, Kr. 3-5 million ; unprepared 
goat and sheepskins, Kr. 2-0 million ; cork and cork products, 
Kr. 3.7 million ; bananas, Kr. 10 million ; tanned skins, Kr. 2 
million. 

The margin arising in Spain’s favour will be used to cover invisible 
Danish exports such as shipping freights and to make post payments 
for earlier consignments already delivered to Spain.
